DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicants' response filed on July 8, 2005 has been fully considered and entered.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The Terminal Disclaimer, filed on July 8, 2005, is effective to overcome the 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection under a copending Application No. 
10/748,051. 

4. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest a transceiver 
module for use in a fiber-optic network system comprising a transmitter optical 
subassembly disposed in the transceiver module casing, wherein the transmitter optical 
subassembly includes a header assembly having enclosed therein; a thermoelectric 
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cooler (TEC); and an externally modulated laser (EML) for transmission of optical data 
in combination with the other limitations of claim 1 . 
Claims 2-12 depend from claim 1.
